The  Brevard  Tornadoes,  with  seven  returning  lettermen,  were  delayed  for 
two  weeks  in  starting  practice.  This  is  perhaps  the  reason  for  the  two  tie  games 
with  Wofford  Frosh  and  Wingate  at  the  start  of  the  season.  Hampered  by 
injuries,  Brevard  was  defeated  by  Blue  Ridge,  and  suffered  her  only  conference 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  powerful  and  fast  aggregation  from  Belmont  Abbey, 
who  have  been  champions  for  three  successive  years.  The  Tornado  won  from 
her  next  two  conference  foes,  P.  J.  C.  and  the  strong  Lees-McRae  eleven,  by 
decisive  scores.  The  hardest  blow  came  when  she  was  defeated  by  a  long 
run  by  Small,  a  fleet  back  of  Mars  Hill. 

This  was  the  most  successful  season  in  the  history  of  the  college,  for  with 
Campbell  and  Belmont  Abbey  co-champions,  Brevard  ranked  second  in  con- 
ference standings.  Handicapped  by  the  lightest  squad  in  the  conference, 
Brevard  is  building  a  superior  football  machine  under  the  able  guidance  of 
Coaches  Christenbury  and  Hawkins. 

Those  who  saw  the  most  service  during  the  season  were:  Craven  and 
Greene,  ends;  Robertson  and  Young,  tackles;  Co-Captain  Weddell  and  Camp- 
bell, guards;  and  Johnson,  center.  The  backs  were:  Barden,  McFee,  Co-Captain 
Shuford,  Teague  and  Pickelsimer.
